Father 
pleas 
for man 


MIAMI, Fla.(AP)-A father 


whose young son was killed in 
a traffic accident pleaded with 
a judge not to send a truck 
driver to jail because "he can't 
help my son from there. The 
boy is dead, there is nothing 
more we can do." 


Truck driver Willie Reath, 41, 


whose own son was killed by a 
hit-and-run driver two years 
ago, sobbed Wednesday as Wil- 
liam F. Williams added: 


"I don't hold any vindictive 


( 
motive or anything against him 
because, after all, he has to 
live with it the same as I do." 


Reath was charged with leav- 


ing the scene of an accident 
June 9 after his pickup truck 
collided with a bicycle ridden 
by 13-year-old Robert Williams. 


Police said Reath returned to 


the scene within 10 minutes, ap- 
pearing dazed, and said he had 
been unable to stop in heavy 
traffic. 


The father told Criminal 


Court Judge Alfonso C. Sepe 
that he called Reath the night 
of the accident, moments after 
identifying his son's body, and 
told him not to feel bad "... ac- 
cidents are accidents and some- 
times you can't prevent them." 


He said Reath replied: "No 


sir. I got a son that got killed 
the same way, but the driver 
didn't stop. He kept going. This 
is something you can't get off 
your mind. I am truly sorry 
sorry about it." 


After listening to Williams' 


plea Sepe placed Reath, the fa- 
ther of eigh^children, on proba- 
tion and sent him home. 


The judge called Williams 


"the soul of America." 


"You have a white man com- 


ing before the court, telling you 
to release the black man that 
killed his child accidently," de- 
fense lawyer Paul Pollack told 
the judge.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers said a "massive 
effort" would be launched to- 
day to try to get Arkansas In- 
cluded in the Amtrak national 
rail passenger system. 


The governor made the re- 


mark Wednesday night while 
taping Challenge '72, a Jaycees 
program that will be shown 
Sunday over KARK-TV, Little 
Rock. 


Bumpers said he would write 


today to all chambers of com- 
merce in Arkansas and would 
write to the governor of Texas 
and ask him to do the same in 
Texas in an effort to get an 
Amtrak route through Arkansas 
and Texas. 


"We're one of three states 


left out of Amtrak," Bumpers 


said. "I think we've been dis- 
criminated against." 


The governor said he thought 


Amtrak was here to stay. 


Daniel Roebuck, director of 


the state Industrial Develop- 
ment Department, said Tues- 
day the chance of success may 
be better if Arkansas joined 
with officials at Dallas, Tex., 
who have begun a drive to 
bring Amtrak service to that 
city. 


The Dallas officials have 


been urging a new route from 
St. Louis through Little Rock to 
Dallas. There is an Amtrak ter- 
minal at Fort Worth. 


The possibility of a route 


through Arkansas has been 
raised with the alloction by 
Congress of $2 million for Am- 


trak to restore passenger serv- 
ice to Mexico, entering though 
Nuevo Laredo, and for service 
from the United States to Mon- 
treal and Vancouver, Canada. 


Bumpers said he thought St. 


Louis was the logical point of 
origin for the Amtrak route to 
Mexico. 


"We are going to talk to all 


members of the congressional 
delegation and make a massive 
effort, masive push to have the 
Department of Transportation 
include this line from St. Louis 
through Little Rock to Laredo," 
Bumpers said. "Mass transit is 
the thing of the future in this 
country and I think this is a 
golden opportunity for us to get 
Amtrak through Arkansas." 


Answer to district suit filed 


The Hope Municipal District 


No. 5, through its attorney 
James Pilkinton, yesterday 
filed an answer to a suit filed 
against the district last week, 
requesting that the suit be 
dismissed. 


Seven residents of the district 


filed the suit in Chancery Court 
here charging that the Board of 
Assessors failed to assess the 
realty in a "fair, impartial, 
equitable and legal manner." 


The district includes a section 


i of State Highway 29 north of the 
city limits past the 1-30 section. 


Through its answer, the 


district denies the following 


major charges brought by the 
suit: 1) that the Board of 
Commissioners of the district 
did not furnish the board with 
plans for and estimates of the 
cost of the improvements; 2) 
that the board was illegally 
appointed; 3) that the board 
failed to assess the realty in a 
fair, impartial, equitable and 
legal manner; 4) that the board 
failed to take into consideration 


benefits to property owners 
adjoining the locality to be 
affected; 5) that the facilities 
and operation of the district will 
exceed in cost 80 per cent of the 
value of each parcel of realty 
within the district; 6) that the 
purposed assessments are 
grossly excessive; 7) that the 
sewer improvement will in no 
way benefit a great percentage 
of the property; 8) that by 


virtue of owning lands ad- 
joining 
the 
district, 
the 


members of the board will 
benefit from their assessments; 
9) that the assessments should 
be declared null and void; 10) 
that a new board should be 
appointed.

The City Board of Directors, at its

The board agreed to support County

HONOLULU (AP) - Sen. 


Thomas F. Eagleton says he 
will withdraw from the Demo- 
cratic ticket voluntarily if he 
gets a gut feeling that voters 
are edgy about him because of 
his past medical problems. 


'If my visceral feeling is that 


my candidacy is untenable," 
the Democratic vice presiden- 
tial nominee said Wednesday, 
"I 
won't wait for George 


McGovern. I'll get off myself." 


Eagleton revealed Tuesday 


that he had been hospitalized 
for "nervous exhaustion and fa- 
tigue" in 1960,1964 and 1966. 


He offered then to withdraw 


from the ticket, but Democratic 
presidential nominee McGovern 
kept him on, refusing to even 
discuss a resignation. 


After flying here from Los 


Angeles, Eagleton said for the 
first ame that he might not 
wait for McGovern to take him 
up on his standing offer. 


"It's hard to qualify what it 


would take for me to have that 
visceral feeling in my stom- 
ach," he said. "A part of poli- 
tics is subjective, having a feel 
about a situation." 


He said he would be able to 


detect if "I'm making people 
nervous or edgy" or "if people 
are troubled by my presence on 
the ticket." 


If he does withdraw, the Mis- 


souri senator said, "I wouldn't 
be happy about it, but I'd un- 
derstand. I'm a very pragmatic 
person." His replacement on 
the ticket would be selected by 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee if he should decide to 
step aside. 


However, he talked of the 


presidential campaign with con- 
fidence. "I have a visceral feel- 
ing that we're going to win this 
election," he said. 


Several 
hundred 
persons 


warmly greeted him at Hono- 
lulu International Airport. 
Many held hand-lettered pla- 
cards reading "Vice President 
Eagleton." 


Eagleton, designated by Sen. 


McGovern as his chief cam- 
paign ambassador to organized 
labor, was expected to leave 
here with endorsement of the 
Democratic ticket by the 600,- 
000-member Retail Clerks In- 
ternational Association, fifth 
largest union in the AFI/-CIO. 


The union is holding its an- 


nual 
convention here,

Eagleton 
had 
prepared 
a 


speech appealing for support of 
the union. But a high union offi- 
cial predicted the 1,100 dele- 
gates would beat Eagleton to 
the punch by voting to endorse 
the Democratic ticket before 
Eagleton delivered his speech.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Joe 


Purcell, anxious "to play a dif- 
ferent role" in the Democratic 
party, said 
Wednesday he 


would not serve another term 
as chairman of the state Demo- 
cratic party. 


The 46-year-old former attor- 


ney general is expected to run 
for governor or the U. S. Sen- 
ate in 1974. 


Purcell said in an interview 


that he had been "red-shirted 
politcally these last two years." 
He said he wanted to get "the 
red shirt off.

Purcell, who has been chair- 


man since September 1970, said 


he was not withdrawing from 
the party apparatus because of 
any discontent. 


"You 
know, of course, that 


this is the first time in 16 years 
that I was not a candidate for 
public office," he said. "As 
chairman, I felt like t ought to 
be nonpartisan in party affairs, 
that it was my duty and re- 
sponsibility to take that atti- 
tude. 


"You 
also know me well 


enough to know that when I be- 
lieve in something, I want to 
take a stand on it, to speak out 
on it," he said. "I complied 
with my duty not to interfere in 
the primaries when I was 


chairman, but, Frankly, 1 was 
not accustomed to that. It put 
me in political chains I don't 
feel comfortable in." 


Gov. Dale Bumpers, who tab- 


bed Purcell for the chairman- 
ship after winning the 1970 
Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination, said Wednesday night 
he was surprised on hearing 
Purcell would be leaving, and 
that Purcell had not contacted 
him before hand. Bumpers said 
the announcement caught him 
"off-guard." Bumpers said he 
did not have anyone in mind as 
a successor, 


Purcell would not discuss 


specific political aspirations, 


but he said he was keeping his 
options open. He also remark- 
ed, "I have confidence in my- 
self that 1 can represent the 
people of my state efficiently, 
effectively and be responsive to 
the needs of the people in ei- 
ther a federal or state office.

Bumpers 'disturbed' 
at Engineers work

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 
: Dale Bumpers said Wednesday 
: night he was "deeply dis- 
turbed" that Army Engineers 
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FILLED 


had begun work on the Cache 
River-Bayou DeView drainage 
project before settlement had 
been reached in the courts and 
without providing mitigation 
lands for wildlife in the basin. 


Bumpers said he had ap- 


proved the drainage project 
last year on the condition that 
Engineers buy and provide to 
the state 30,000 acres of "miti- 
gation lands" — swamplands 
set aside for fish and wildlife to 
compensate for the loss of fish 
and wildlife habitat down the 
river valley resulting from the 
project. 


Bumpers said that although 


he had made the reservation of 
30,000 acres of mitigation land 
a condition of his approval of 
the drainage work, Congress 
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still had not authorized funds 
for the mitigation lands. 


"I am deeply disturbed that 


this project is going forward 
without the mitigation lands 
being made available and par- 
ticularly because the litigation 
is still in progress," Bumpers 
said. 


Earlier Wednesday Bumpers 


said he would make public his 
position on the project before 
the weekend. 


The Memphis District of the 


Army Engineers began work 
last week on the drainage proj- 
ect even though a suit seeking 
to halt the project is pending 
before the 8th U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 


Environmentalists 
are ap- 


pealing U. S. District Court 
Judge J. Smith Henley's May 6 
decision to dismiss their suit, 
which contends that the project 
will destroy valuable wildlife 
habitat and hardwood bottom 
land. 


The project would dredge, 


clear and straighten 232 miles 
of the Cache, its upper tribu- 
taries and its main tributary, 
Bayou DeView. 


Environmentalists have been 


hoping that Bumpers will take 
their side on the issue because 
all Engineer projects in the 
state must be approved by the 
governor.

News about landing 
concealed for days 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


and South Vietnamese com- 
mands for more than two 
weeks concealed the bad news 
about a landing north of Quang 
Tri City in which 29 of 31 
American helicopters were re- 
ported hit by ground fire and 50 
South 
Vietnamese 
marines 


were killed in one crash. 


Officers in the field said the 


helicopters 
landed 
in 
the 


middle of a powerful North 
Vietnamese force that U.S. B52 
strikes were supposed to knock 
out. But they said the B52s 
dropped their bombs half a 
mile off the target. 


A South Vietnamese com- 


mander who was wounded in 
the operation July 11 said 29 of 


the 31 U.S. \.arine Corps heli- 
copters that brought the South 
Vietnamese battalion in were 
hit by ground fire. He said 
most of them were able to fly 
out of the battle area and pre- 
sumably made it back to the 
7th Fleet landing ships from 
which they came. 


The U.S. Command reported 


on the day of the landing that 
one of the big CH53 helicopters 
was shot down, and later it said 
two of the American crewmen 
were missing and several were 
wounded. But not until today 
did the South Vietnamese com- 
mand, in response to a query, 
admit that 50 South Vietnamese 
marines on board were killed.

Q. I am 73 years old and 


receive social security benefits. 
I plan to return to work. How 
much am I allowed to earn and 
still receive my social security 
checks? 


A. Your earnings have no 


affect on your social security 
benefits once you are age 72. 


Q. I read in the paper that the 


Medicare deductible went up 
the first of the year. What are 
the new amounts? 


A. The hospital deductible 


was increased from $60 to $68 
for benefit periods beginning in 
1972. The coinsurance amount 
for the fist through 90th day in 
the hospital was increased from 
$15 a day to $17 a day. The 
lifetime reserve coinsurance 
was increased from $30 to 34 per 
day, and the Extended Care 
Facility coinsurance was in- 
creased from $7.50 to $8.50 per 
day. 


Q. I am going to retire at age 


62. When should I file for my 
social security? 
' 


A. You should file three 


months before the month you 
become 62. This will give time 
to process your claim and get 
your check started by the 
month you retire. 


Q. My mother had surgery, 


but is ready to leave the 
hospital. She insists on coming 
home. Will Medicare pay for a 
private nurse or for any nursing 
service? Her incision needs to 
be dressed daily. 


A. Medicare will not pay for 


full-time nursing care at home, 
but certain part-time services 
of home health aides, medical 
supplies 
and 
appliances, 


physical therapy, etc., may be 
available from an approved 
home health agency. However, 
her doctor must make the 
referral and file a plan of home 
treatment within 14 days after 
the patient leaves the hospital 
(after at least a 3-day stay) or a 
participating extended care 
facility. 


Q. I am a domestic worker 


and am employed by a number 
of different people. Should this 
work count for social security 
benefits? 


A. If you are paid $50 or more 


by any one employer in a 
calendar quarter it does count 
for social security benefits. If 
you believe your wages are not 
being properly reported, ask 
your Social Security Office for 
help.

completed, the regular major 
league baseball schedule re- 
sumes tonight. 


Pittsburgh's defending cham- 


pion Pirates will be trying to 
kayo the New York Mets in 
tonight's only showdown be- 
tween a divisional leader and 
runner-up. And the Chicago 
Cubs, under new manager 
Whitey Lockman, will be trying 
to catch them both. 


Meanwhile, Cesar Cedeno of 


Houston and Richie Scheinblum 
of Kansas City, the surprise 
pacesetters 
in the 
batting 


races, will try and retain their 
leads. 


And Hank Aaron, who thrilled 


the hometown crowd in Atlanta 
Tuesday night with a two-run 
homer in the National League's 
10-inning 4-3 All-Star victory 
over the Americans, will be re- 
suming his relentless pursuit of 
Babe Ruth's home run record. 


The regular-season action re- 


sumes tonight with 16 games, 
including four twi-night double- 


headers. One has the Mets at 
Pittsburgh, where the Pirates 
own a S'i-game lead in the Na- 
tional League East. 


"They're big games, but 


they're still not the kind you 
absolutely have to win," 
said Pirates Manager Bill Vir- 
don. "Of course, if we do win, 
it's going to make things a hell 
of a lot easier." 


The Mets, meanwhile, still 


plagued with injuries, have won 
three of their four games 
against Pittsburgh this year— 
but they lost eight of their 12 
games prior to the All-Star 
break. 


In the National League West, 


the Cincinnati Reds, having 
won 10 of their last 12 games, 
have a six-game lead over 
Houston, losers of seven of 
their last 10. 


And in the American League,

Bobby holds lead 


Football is rough 
sport to Cowboys 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 


— Bobby Fischer and Boris 
Spassky went into the eighth 
game of the world chess cham- 
pionship match today with the 
American challenger still lead- 
ing the Soviet titlist by a full 
game after a draw in the sev- 
enth. 


The score in the 24-game 


match now stands at 4-3. Fis- 
cher needs 8% more points to 
wrest the title from Spassky, 
the Russian another 9 to keep 
it. 


Since wins count a full point 


and draws a half, Fischer could 
take the crown by halving the 
remaining 17 games; Spassky 
must win at least one more 
game and draw on the rest to 
retain his title. But the com- 
petitiveness displayed so far by 
both players makes any such 
attempt at a holding action 
most unlikely. 


The draw Wednesday came 


after Spassky's 49th move. Both 
players agreed to it less than 
an hour after the Russian re- 
sumed Tuesday's play with his 
sealed 41st move. 


Grandmasters said bad play 


by Fischer in the last stages of 


Tuesday's portion of the game 
cost him a win. The American 
agreed that he had made six or 
seven bad moves and that the 
draw was inevitable no matter 
how Spassky reopened the 
match. 


International 
grandmaster 


Isaac Kashdan, analyzing the 
play for The Associated Press, 
said Fischer, with a pawn 
ahead at the resumption of play 
Wednesday, had better winning 
chances, but Spassky's central- 
ly placed rooks were a constant 
menace. 


"The hardest fought of the 


series to date," said Kashdan. 


Spassky opened the game 


Tuesday by moving his king's 
pawn two squares forward. Fis- 
cher developed a Najdorf vari- 
ation of the Sicilian defense, 
and Spassky drove on, sacri- 
ficing two pawns and a bishop 
to clear the center of the board 
for an attack on Fischer's king. 
But Fischer blocked him and 
Spassky began a slow retreat. 


Kashdan said Fischer in the 


first 20 moves defended well, 
but during the remaining 20 
moves Tuesday, several moves 
lacked his usual accuracy.

Now, he's a real vet- 
eran since most riders are in 
their early 20s. 


He's been inconsistent, finish- 


ing third in the 1967 world com- 
petition, totaling 16,014 points. 
He was fourth in 1968, then fell 
from the top five the next two 
years, and out of the top 15 last 
year.

Doctor wants 
pitchers 
eliminated 
EUGENE, Ore. (AP) — A 


Buffalo, N.Y. orthopedic sur- 
geon recommended Wednesday 
the position of pitcher be elimi- 
nated in Little League baseball, 
saying the risks of elbow joint 
change are severe enough to 
warrant the move. 


"The possibility of sustaining 


permanent elbow restrictions of 
motion or an abnormal area at 
the elbow may definitely stem 
from throwing overhand at an 
early age," said Dr. Joseph D. 
Godfrey, chief of orthopedic 
surgery at Children's Hospital 
in Buffalo. 


The thrust of the arm and 


forearm puts a repetitious 
squeeze or compression on bone 
growth plates at the elbows of 
youngsters, 
he said. 
This 


causes change in the growth 
center. 


"I don't believe in wrapping 


the kids in cotton," he said, 
"but this kind of prevention 
makes sense." 


I respect the most in sports is 
Garrison (a fullback). He's the 
only one I know playing big 
time professional football and 
rodeoing with a Rodeo Cowboys 
Association card.

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Communication gap inMcGovern campaign 


CUStER, S.D. (AP) - Ques- 


tions about when, and how 
much, Sen. George McOovetn 
knew about Sen. Thomas P. 
Eagleton's medical history re- 
sult, in part, from the latest in 
a series of communications 
gaps with his staff that have 
plagued the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee. 


McGovern says he knew very 


little until Eagleton's dramatic 
disclosure here Tuesday. 


Some aides knew of reports 


Eagleton had been hospitalized

McGovern was never told about 
it and that night when he asked 
Eagleton if there were any 
problems in his background, he 
got and accepted a negative an- 
swer. 


Even after Frank Mankiew- 


icz, McGovern's top political 
adviser, contacted an Eagleton 
aide on the matter, McGovern 
never received enough detail to 
take the matter seriously. 


This suggests that his staff 


has not always taken sufficient 
care in keeping him informed. 
And McGovern knows that ulti- 
mately any blame for staff mis- 
haps will fall on him.

After McGovern met with 


relatives of U.S. prisoners of

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


intelligence analysts estimate it 
will take the North Vietnamese 
up to 18 months to get their 
biggest bombed-out power plant 
back in operation. 


But the analysts also forecast 


that several other major power 
plants can be restored to half 
capacity in three to six months. 


These projections are con- 


tained in an intelligence assess- 
ment of the effects of heavy 
U.S. air attacks on North Viet- 
nam's 
electric-power-gener- 


ating resources in May and 
June. 


Principal targets were seven 


plants in the general Hanoi-Hai- 
phong areas, which furnished 
more than two-thirds of North 
Vietnam's 230,000-kilowatt ca- 
pacity. 


Lt. Gen. George Eade, the 


Air Force deputy chief of staff 
for plans and operations, has 
said successful strikes on these 
plants "force the enemy to use 
inferior and substandard-equip- 
ment, such as mobile gener- 
ators, in an attempt to sustain 
his military 
and industrial 


capability." 


Eade also noted that repair 


of bombed facilities absorbs 
manpower and scarce mate- 
rials. 


The biggest of North Viet- 


nam's power sources was the 
Lang Chi hydroelectric plant, 
55 miles northwest of Hanoi. 
Built with Russian help and in- 
augurated only last October, it 
was rated at 73,000 kilowatts 
before flights of Air Force F4 
Phantom jets knocked it out 
with laser-guided bombs on 
June 10. 


U.S. intelligence specialists 


said photos indicate that 12 to 
18 months of repair and re- 
building will be necessary be- 
fore the Lang Chi plant can 
again provide energy. 


They said it would be another 


six to nine months until the 
Unong Bi thermal plant north- 
east of Haiphong could be run- 
ning at 50 per cent of its 24,000- 
kilowatt capacity. 


Uong Bi was the primary 


source of power for Haiphong 
port and naval repair facilities. 
The plant also served military 
control centers in the Hanoi 
area. 


Another 24,000-kUowatt ther- 


mal plant, at Thai Nguyen 
north of Hanoi, may be re- 
stored to half capacity in three 
or four months, toe analysts 
said. This plant has provided 
power for North Vietnam's only 
steel mill, where bridge sec- 
tions, rails and barges have 
been manufactured.

At 
least two senior McGovern 
aides told reporters O'Brien's 
post was really just honorary. 


This quickly appeared in 


print, and McGovern lectured 
his staff on the importance of 
keeping their mouths shut and 
working with party regulars.

philis study says he does not 
recall that the black partici- 
pants were ever told they were 
subjects of an experiment or 
what the study involved. 


"The people who came in 


were not told what was being 


done," Dr. J. W. Williams said 
in an interview Wednesday. 
"We told them we wanted to 
test them. They were not told, 
so far as I know, what they 
were being treated for or what 
they were not being treated for. 


"We didn't tell them we were 


looking for syphilis," he said. 


Rockwell Corp. 
gets contract 
for 'shuttle' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - North 


American Rockwell Corp. has 
captured the $2.6-billion con- 
tract to build the Space Shuttle 
orbiter vehicle that will jet into 
orbit like a rocket and land on 
earth like an airplane. 


North American's Space Divi- 


sion, at Downey, Calif., won 
over 
three 
rival 
bidders 


Wednesday to get the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration contract to build five 
vehicles over a six-year period. 


The delta-winged craft that 


will carry men and materiel 
between earth and orbiting sat- 
ellites are expected to be a 
boon to the aerospace industry 
in California. Estimates range 
up to 60,000 more jobs over the 
next 10 years. 


Under the initial payment of 


$530 million over two years, 
North American will build the 
first two orbiters—one to be 
used for static testing and the 
other for horizontal test flights 
staring in 1976. 


Three operational vehicles 


are to be built for manned or- 
bital missions, with test flights 
beginning in 1978. 


The 120-foot-long craft with a 


79-foot wing span are to be in 
full operation by 1980. They are 
to be used over and over again 
to carry men, satellites and 
equipment into earth orbit and 
to bring personnel and mate- 


Tax rush 
object of 
legislation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


congressional committee is try- 
ing to stop a Supreme Court- 
approved tax rush to the air- 
ports before it becomes a stam- 
pede by revenue-hungry state 
and local officials. 


Legislation imposing an 18- 


month moratorium on all state 
and local taxes on air passen- 
gers making interstate or for- 
eign flights, and calling for a 
Civil Aeronautics Board investi- 
gation, was approved by the 
House Commerce Committee 
Wednesday. 


This approach was taken by 


the committee in lieu of a 
tougher bill which would have 
outlawed state and local taxes 
on airplane passengers. The 
committee deleted a section 
that would have allowed contin- 
uation of any levy imposed be- 
fore June 1. 


In April, the Supreme Court 


upheld use and service charges 
imposed at airports in Evans- 
ville, Ind., and in New Hamp- 
shire. That prompted other 
cities to enact similar meas- 
ures or to study proposals to 
use airports as new sources of 
revenue. 


At congressional hearings, 


airline representatives protest- 
ed that passengers "will in- 
creasingly become targets for 
undue and discriminatory taxes 
since the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion has apparently opened a 
Pandora's box." 


But a spokesman for state 


aviation officials said backers 
of the proposed ban on state 
and local taxes "have shed 
enough crocodile tears over the 
imagined difficulties involved 
in collecting these fees ... to 
float an offshore airport." 


By a moratorium, said Whit- 


ney Gillilland of the CAB, Con- 
gress could prevent "the al- 
most certain mushrooming of a 
new kind of tax, that would be 
extremely difficult to get rid of 
once the various states and lo- 
calities adopted it and became 
dependent upon it." 


The ban on such taxes would 


become effective upon enact- 
ment of the bill, which was sent 
to tbe House for action.

Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta have said their record.: 


show that none of the 400 syphi- 
litics in the study ever received 
treatment for the disease. 


At least seven men died as a 


direct result of syphilis and 
that figure could be higher, the 
officials said. 


Dr. Williams, a Black physi- 


cian, said he was an intern at 
the I/)cal Tuskegee Institute 
Hospital when the study began 
and that he and two other in- 
terns, under the direction of 


two PHS doctors from Washing- 
ton, 
worked on participants 


when they came in. 


Dr. Williams said that the in- 


terns were never informed of 
the purposes or procedures of 
the study. 


"I was just told who to give a 


needle to when the people came 
back," 
Williams said. 
"I 


thought I was administering an 
arsenical (the mercury-arsenic 
treatment used at the time to 


combat syphilis), but now I 
think some may have been a 
placebo (a dummy treatment 
that does no harm or good). 1 
don't know for certain what it 
was." 


Williams said patients were 


drawn to the experiment by 
promises of free medical treat- 
ment for their ailments. "These 
people thought they were being 
treated for rheumatism or bad 
stomachs," he said. 


He said he could not condemn 


the Tuskegee Study as a whole 
because he left it in 1937, but 
he said he believed more infor- 
mation should have been given 
to the people who took part. 


"All I know about the ex- 


periment at that point is that 
when a person in the program 
died his body was brought in 
for post-mortem work," he 
said.

closure of its existence by The 
Associated Press. 


Dr. Merlin K. DuVal, assist- 


ant secretary of HEW, said, "I 
especially want to determine 
why the study was permitted to 
continue past the time penicillin 
became the effective drug of 
choice against the disease."

The ace of spades 
is cashed and a c l u b to 
South's queen loses to West's 
ace. A second diamond is 
led.

He plays out his ace-king- 


queen and three of hearts.

WKNDOVER, Utah (AP) - 


A futile and agonizing 100-mile 
ride across the scorching desert 
to save the life of little Jimmy 
Carlos was made in vain, possi- 
bly because of a flat tire. 


Jimmy, 14, had just finished 


taking a shower and came out 
of the bathroom at his home 
gasping for breath. 


When Deputy Sheriff Marion 


Carter and state Highway Pa- 
trolman Scott Sparks arrived at 
the home, they revived Jimmy 
but determined that he needed 
hospital care. 


Two weeks earlier, Jimmy 


swallowed an accidental over- 
dose of family prescription and 
was flown to a Salt I^ake City 
hospital where doctors revived 
him. 


Tuesday, however, Wendo- 


ver's only ambulance driver 
was out of town, so the officers, 
with the boy's mother, put the 
gasping Jimmy in Carter's oxy- 
gen-equipped cruiser for the 
ride across the Great Salt Lake 
Desert to a hospital in Tooelc, 
100 miles away. 


Four miles out of Wendover, 


a tire blew. 


Carter called for help on his 


radio as the precious oxygen 
ran out. 


Jimmy struggled for life. His 


mother was frantic watching 
him thrash about the cruiser's 
rear seat. 


The car's spare tire had been 


used three days earlier after 
another lire blew out on the hot 
desert pavement. 


Meanwhile, Sparks ran to a 


nearby potash plant for a bottle 
of industrial oxygen. He made 
the trip three times in tempera- 
tures believed more than 100 
degrees.
